comprised of a receiver to receive command data and an analyzer to analyze the 
command and controller to execute a process control code defined in tag; Fig. 
5,P [0057-0060]); Species 2 (A control instruction apparatus comprised of a 
display portion to display an input screen, a command data generator to generate 
command data and transmitter to transmit the generated data; Figure 6 and P 
[0063-0069]); 

Related inventions are distinct if the inventions as claimed are not 
connected in at least one of design, operation, or effect (e.g., can be made by, or 
used in, a materially different process) and wherein at least one invention is 
patentable (novel and non-obvious) over the other (though they may each be 
unpatentable over the prior art). See MPEP § 802.01 (II). 

In the instant case, the Species 1 , and 2 are not connected in at least 
mode of operation, which is clearly evidenced by Fig. 5, and Fig. 6 respectively, 
and relevant parts of the disclosure describing these figures. 

The Examiner has determined that the additional attributes present in 
Species 2 would not be an obvious variation of attributes present in Species 1 to 
one of ordinary skills in the art. Therefore, Species 1 is patentably distinct from 
Species 2, though they may each be unpatentable over the prior art. 
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The Examiner has determined that the Species 1 and 2 differ in mode of operation 
from one another in ways that would not be obvious to one of ordinary skills in the 
art at the time the invention was made. Therefore, Species 1 and 2 are patentably 
distinct from one another, though they may each be unpatentable over the prior art. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no 
generic claim is finally held to be allowable.
